Dr. J. W". t^cauc, UcgisLrar of tho 
l\iciiliy of .MediciQc, officially an- 
nounced yesterday tha-t there would 
lie a summer course for the nicmberi 
ol the ptC'&cnl fuunh ycai McJicinc. 
This decision >\as arrived at after a 
lengthy meeting of the MedlcHl Fac- 
ulty on Satii"ilay night. 

.\lilioii.:;li no definite .Li'i'. lia\c 
lieiii aiiiioiiiucil. and uo Lime table 
ill aw 11 up. tlic buiunuT coui sc in all 
l>rol)al)ilit> "111 lie.s;ii curly in May 
ami iiiti lluouicli until ilie nitl of De- 
cember, the men eraduatin.q early iu 
Jauuary. Work w ill cease dui-tug the 
month of July and most of August. 
The fact that the course is 'to be only 
a trifle shorter than tho regular ses- 
sion, shows the desire of the Faculty 
to graduate only men who have be- 
come thoroughly qualified in all 
branches of medical science. 

The previous announccmcnLs of the 
l-'aculty that they were an.\ious to put 
the course on should they get proof of 
the ui-gcui need for medical scnice 
and Ihc appointinent of a comtniltec 
to in\estigate this matter, led -io a 
direct rccoiiinu ndaiion from the. War 
Office to gradiialc Ihc students as 
boon ;is possible. 

Tho action oC the Faculty in decid- 
ing upon a summer course has been 
mo»t favoi-ably commented upon, ana 
nc-ihing but the highest patriotic feel- 
ing lias prompted this action. AVhen 
it is considered tliat such a course 
will demand a great deal of time and 
energy and much sacrifice on the part 
of the teaching staff apart from the 
regular curriculum, their action in 
proNldlns the oppoi luui-.y for the stu- 
deiit.s to Riartiiaio some five months 
aliead of ordiiiar.v tlmCB iS worthy Of 
llie hishcs' praiiie. 

The suniiiK-r roii; jc will mean that 
approxiinaicly fifty doetoi-s will be 
till tied out next January, the great 
majority of whom will immediately 
volunteer thcif services in some niill- 
t.ary (-apaeity. In this way they can 
be used to fill various positions and 
thereby release more experienced 
men, so that their services can be 
placed where tlioy will bo of -iho 
greatest use in this war emeificucy.

Cliffs That Fall 

Into the Sea 



Although tbe sea is slowly but sure- 
ly nibbling at tbe coasts of BriUin. it 
Is seldom that such a large blto is 
Ukeu at one time as tbat which re- 
cently caused a smaU cape to jut into 
tbe sea between Folkestone and 
Dover. But these wblto cliffs of Al- 
bion arc apt to fall suddenly in huge 
mastre. such an instance occurring 
Just tdur yéai's ago, when some hun- 
dreds of thousands of tons of Abbot's 
Cilft tvV one Sunday ntgnt, causing a 
Udal wave in FolkMtoM Harbor to 
the danger of tbe craft there. 

Heavy rain is apt to undermine 
these porous cUffs, and frost causes 
tbe water to expand, thus widening 
the cracks, so that In course of time 
exceptionally wet weather makes the 
fissures so wide and deep that a large 
mass of ground slips forward into 
the eea. This was seen some mouths 
ago between Eastbourne and New- 
haven, when one of the famous Devou 
Sisters, a series of cbklk headlauds,

The result of this munificent offer, 
which came at a time when accom> 
modation for book* find readers in tbe 
University was becoming a problem, 
was that in the spring of the following 
year the Library was begun on the 
present site, which, costing some 
$50,000, had bccu a gift of Mr. J. H.

Even the rocky Island of Portland 
Is proud of the thlng» it can do In tho 
Way of landslips. In liiis. loO yards of 
earth took a sudden desire to bathe, 
and demolished a pier In doing so, this 
sudden freak being repeated In 1734 
with the same result, a rôad being lost 
with the pier. Nearly sixty years leter 
a great mass of land, a miie and a 
Quarter long by 800 yards broad, sat 
down suddenly èn the baaeb. 

At West Bay, near Bddport. and 
further west at CItarmouth and Lyme 
Regis, grant falls occur from time to 
time. Owing to tAe formation of the 
cliff thty seldom go down wDop. but 
a big piece falls out into tbe sea, and 
then slowly but surely more follow 
until all tbe loose ground has taken a 
new position. Hundreds of 
sands of tons fell in this man- 
ner af West Bay, in October. 19uG, 
when for several hours a long piece 
of cliff some 130 yards deep grsdually 
moved forward and do'nn almost 
noiselessly. 

Close to L>me Regis another great 
fall took place In tbe summer of 190S. 
wbcn thousands of tons of cliff fell 
lato tbe sea bit by bit. This occur- 
red at the place already rendered 
famous by the burning of the ground. 
Delow are stone quarries, and with- 
in three minutes of tha departure of 
several boats engaged la removing the 
exoavatod material, there was a rum- 
ble, and witb a swls^ hundreds of 
thousands of tens of clay and burning 
ground, grassy slopes and bushcK. 
leapt down and forward, burying tbe 
quarries' and the tools of thr men and 
fallinc into th< sea. 

All tbe aftemova the fall continued; 
IK-upIc watched tbe cliff break away 
lefore thetr eyes, the falling ear'.ii 
building iuelf Into queer knolls and 



Is to turn one's eyes from a knotty 
bit Of reading for a moment upward 
•lo tho hlçh and rich dark hrowu roof 
above! 'fhe temptation to lower Uicm 
Is uot strong.

H. R. Molson drew attention to aftei- 
wards, Uio museum Itself being testi- 
mony to -Ihc luunlficrDcc of this friend 
of McGill. .\nd not only liy these do- 
natioui?. Init by mauy a jcar of on- 
thusiabtio and untiring woik has Mr. 
Redpalh'.s association been marked. 

Ml-. Redpath theu tendered Ills Ex- 
cellency the Governor-General a full- 
siird gold model of the key providing 
entrance to the building. Those who 
pUEl) tbe big door open 'to-dAy will 
have some inkling of tho siie of the 
key. 

Tho Oovemor-Ginerarfl speech con- 
tained a tribute to those present on 
Uie rendering of tbe national anthem, 
which marked his entrance Into the 
hall. To-day wc hear fo many ren- 
derings of this anthem, varying chief- 
ly lu the degree of bad «luali'iy, that 
it is a pleasant and latJicr incongru- 
ous thing to think of when the walls; 
of the llbiary, which is no^ strictly 
guarded against any or much noise, 
rang to the tune of "God Save tbe 
Queen," marked by "the correctness 
of time, measure and expression." 
His Excellency, after his pleasing 
speech, declared the library open. 

From a historical point of view, the 
words of Sir 'William Dawson, tbe pre- 
decessor of Sir William Peterson, were 
of profound interest, in tbat they told 
thou- 1 the story of the vicissi.'udca of the 
uuclcus of the prcseut Rcdpath Lib- 
rary. "Some or us here vtraerabcr the 
Umc In lSi;5, wheu, with tbe excep- 
tion Of a few books In tbe possession 



of the Medical Faculty, there was no 
University library. Our first begin- 
ning of a library was made in the sec- 
tion of 1S5Ô-6 by tbe purchase of a 
small number of booko, mostly on 
Euglibh history and literature. When 
lu 1S60 we moved up to these build- 
lug.s fiom our tcraiioiary lodgluaa 
over the old High School on Dorches- 
ter sirect, we carried here some 1.5o0 
volumes. " .Mr. 'William Molson then 
provided a library room to accommo- 
date 20,000 volumes, but at tbe time 
there were only .2.000 volumes to put 
into this space. Tbe gaps excited 
laughter, but moved some to give 
money and books to fill them. In 
1S70 the total number reached 10.000: 
ten }-ears later the 10,000 had become 
20.000, and at the time tbat Mr. Red- 
path made bis splendid gift, tbe body 
of books had swelled to u3.000. So 
that where bad been "gaplns ^or 
books" was now bursting with books. 
Not only was space running thort, 
but reading convetucnces were very 
poor, and the present large spacious 
and lofty room came as an added 
boom. Some six speakers foUon'cd 
Sir William witb a series of eulogis- 
tic addresses, all expressing thanks 
to Mr. Redpath. 

As regards the building itself, little 
need be said to those who already 
know it The alte was slightly limit- 
ed in extent, but aU will agree that it 
has seemed to have little or no effect 
on the beauty of tbe erection. Tbe 
colored windows are & never-ending 
source of Interest to 'those who are 
cuiloua to see what every great man, 
from Homer to Tcunyson, looks like 
or can look liKr. while the walls 
themselves arc hung with some beau- 
tiful paintings of autliors and other 
eminent men. 

The library as w c know it to-day, 
and turn from Its niaterlal aspect, is 
replete 'A'ltb tbat which is known as 
"local color," The building has many 
visitors during the day, ranging from 
the casual beggar who calls on the 
tables by ntgbt. to the shameless cur 
who, by repeated complaints at the 
oppressive stillness, draws sour looks 
and Iraie tapping from the studious 
oa to bis rapidly shrinking misti-css. 
The range intimated lacludcs mauy a 
variety. Starting from the more rudi- 
mentary specimens, there are tho 
freshmen who are most interesting, 
like learning golfers, when they aie 
tuakiug acquaintances. The firfet 
struggle is to get to the receiving aud 
distributing desk, which, having been 
negotiated, he bocks hasUly but quiet- 
ly to the nearest table.

The system whereby books .ire 
obtained is a most calisfacioi> feat- 
ure of the library's organization. 
.Speed and accuracy are the watch- 
words, and all who use the catalogue 
frequently cannot but be struck by 
tho ease with wliich he can get a 
specified book. 

There Is mueh library lore which 
cannot be told: tbe chimes of tbe 
clock, the magazines downstairs, the 
three comfortable leather chairs, ail 
tbis and more are known to many 
who frequent the place, but there b 
ruuch more which will always be still 
ahead of an Inquisitive reader.
